Oriental I'ark. than which there is no more con- 
venient nor i>rettier raciii}; plant an.vwhere. was the 
scene of a brilliant Katherine of the elite of 
llavaiui on Thanksgiving Da.v, when the season of 
one hnmlred days racing was inaugurated. 'Hie 
patronage was of greater i>roportions than for the 
corresponding da.vs since the o|iening of tlie track 
in 191.7 and it is plainl.v to Is* seen that racing 
has l»een firmly estaldislnal as one of the most 
IHipnlar of Cnhan sisats. ,\mericans making their 
first visit to the tra< k, were much impressed hy 
the display of finery that was a feature of the 
olMMiing. 'I’lie many boxes, with which the grand- 
stand is ei|ui|iped. were filled with prominent 
('ntnins and the siiectacle jiresented b.v the scores 
of well groomed men and handsomely gowned 
an«l liejewtdled women moving alKint the promenades 
and exelianging visits between races, was both in- 
spiring and appealing to the eye. 

Among the |irominent Ctdians in attendance was 
Senor .Ilian Mont-ilvo. secretary of the interior in 
I'resident .Menrs-al’s cabinet. Senor Montalvo wit- 
nessed some of the racing from the stewards’ 
stand as the guest of the management and expressed 
himseir as highl.v pleased witli the racing and its 
attendant incidents. He iiifornied general manager 
II. I>. Itrowii that it would give him much pleas- 
ure to attend the riKS's as freiiuentl.v, from time to 
time, as his official duties would iiermit. 

Manager Itrown. in commenting u|Kin the oi>en- 
Iqk. |Mx>noun«-ed it the best in the history of the 
ruba-.\mericiin .locke.v Club. Not only was the 
patronage greater than ever, hut the same improve- 
ment was manifested in every other respect, 'rweiity 
iMHikmakers. a record niiinber, comiaMed with the 
pari-mutuels for the patronage of those stieciilatively 
inclined. 'I'lie ipialil.v of the horses engaging in 
the racing was far superior to the showing made in 
this iiarticniur in any previous season and the rac- 
ing results were highl.v formfnl and satisfactor.v. 
TIm“ day’s la-oceedings went off without a single 
marring incident and everylssl.v concerned went 
home convinced that the (’iiba-.\merican Jockey 
riiib is destined to have a highly successful meet- 
ing. There are moiv Americans here than usual, 
but the hulk of the patronage is furnished by the 
t’ubans and it is predicted tliat when the meeting 
gets well under way, with the form of the horses 
well established, the attendance wilt far outnum- 
ber tliat of tiny preceding year. 

OVER 400 HORSES ON GROUNDS. 

There are alreail.v more than four hundred horses 
here and more are coming from tlie I'liited States. 
As a general rule the horses stood the journey from 
the states well and reached here in good tsmdition. 
but there were some ex<S‘|itions. Saffron (lirl and 
Sun Kist died en route from sickness contracted in 
shipping and Hr. Nelson drop|>ed <iea<l after l>eing 
worked on the track here a few days ago. 

Most of the owners are following the ixilic.v of- 
giving the horses an abiindaiu-e of time in which 
to rectiver from the effects of the trip here and 
for that rcaSoti the fields are apt to Is* light for 
a week or two. As soon as a sufficient nitmb*T 
of horses are available, the present plan of racing 
oiii.v four da.vs a week will lie abandoned in favor 
of evi-r.v da.v racing. 

The idle da.vs which intervene nowadays are bc-^ 
iiig utilized to advantage b.v the .Viiierican visitors 
in seeing man.v interesting sights that are to Is- 
.seen oil ever.v hand and in visiting the bathing 
Is-aches, wlii<-li are a great attraction to those who 
have not Is-en here before and to those who have, 
as well. Surf bathing in Hu* war waters of the 
(Jiilf of Mexico is a real delight at all seasons of 
the .year and man.v of the .\mericaii visitors have 
«-ntere<l into this recreation with much zest. 

There arc so many ipiaint and charming things 
to Is- seen in this interesting foreign city and so 
much that is diffci-*-nt in the way of customs and 
the ilail.v routine of living, that the visitor from 
the I’nitcd States finds no end of diversion and 
•-iitertainmclit. .\nd the hospMalit.v of the riibaiis 
is another feature that makes a sojiirn here en 
jo.vable. If the.v take a faiic.v to oiu-, then' is no 
length to whicli they will not go to show their 
<-stecui. 

SAFEGUARDING INTEREST OF PATRONS. 

.\n example of the fidelity with which the Orien- 
tal Park inanagenieiit is <-ndeavoring in every pos- 
sible way to safeguard the inten-sts of its patrons, 
is to b«- found in the action of presiding steward 
riiristopher J. Fitz Herald in lasting the following 
notice and warning; "It is the intention of the 
stewards to avoid the necessil.v of the disi|ualifi- 
cation of a horsi- because of foul riding or foul rac- 
ing. Instead of iiisipialificatiini, the most severe ruling 
Justified b.v the facts and the' evidenci- in each case 
will lie made against Jis-keys riding foul and against 
owners, trainers or agents, whose instructions and 
methwis show them to lw« responsible for the foul 
results. 'I'lie stewards will not hesitate to rule off 
riders, owners and horses concerned when the fouling 
is decided to have Is-en intentional.’’ 

•\merican iHsikmakers have a niono|siIy of the 
business of laj'iiig the odds at Oriental Park, al- 
thoiigli a few of them are backed to some degre*- 
b.v ruban capital. The list of bookmakers w'ho cut 
in for the first three da.vs of the meeting was mtidc 
up of John Hare, J. Os<-ar Holder, John .Nasmith, 
Alie Meyers. Harry Litclienstein. W. E. Applegate.

'r. McBride, J. Sullivan. Walter Morgan and Mannie 
Smith, the last named is in charge of the IsKik that 
is oiM-rated in the field enclosure. Phil Hammii 
is oiierating the combination liook.

AGAINST NEW APPRENTICE RULES KILMER YEARLINGS AT LOUISVILLE 



Many Owners and Trainers Do Not Favor Proposed 
Change Suggested by H, K. Knapp. 

New York. Dccemlter 5. — It is not probable tlie 
new apprentiee rules propow-d by H. K. Knapp, and 
seeonded li.v Frank Hitcheock. will lie adoiited at the 
annual mc-etiiig of the Jo<-key Club next month. 

'I’liere are too many arguments, by owners, -train- 
ers and others eoms-rned in Joekey Club affairs, 
tliut such a change in the existing rule would work 
liardsliips on men who spend time and money edu- 
eating appreiitiees. At present an apprentiee gets 
five pounds allowance in selling races for one year 
after liaving ridden liis first winner. Tlie new 
inle exhausts tlie apprentiee allowanee after a 
Jockey has ridden forty winners. 

It is elaiiiied hy some owners and trainers timt 
a real good apprentiee. of whicli the pereentage is 
rather small, might ride forty winners in two or 
thri-e montlis and. slionhl lie do tliis, liis employer 
would lose the allowanee Just at a time wlien lie 
wiis becoming nsefiil. Citing an instanee, one 
could take an apprentice like Walls. He is in 
great demand and at a winter meeting might easily 
ride fort.v winners. In fact, there is little question 
that such good riders as Walls or Troise would win 
forty races in three months on any track or tracks, 
in fact Troise lias ridden seventy-seven winners 
this year and Walls’ record is a good one. Had Hie 
forty winner limit la-t-n in vogiit- lust year, the em- 
ployer of 'Troise would have lieen iiraetit-all.v de- 
prived of Ills services long ago so far as the al- 
iowiinee -was eonceriied. 

■‘'The fort.v winner rule will give no ent-onrage- 
nient to trainers to educate riders,” said otie liorse- 
iiiaii. “'Take a tnaii like Fitzsimmons, for instanee. 
He has possibly from twelve to fifteen iatys tiitder 
i-otitraet wiit-tn he is trying to mould into Jockeys. 
To make a success he lias to try them all liy giving 
tliem opportunities. If lie gets one gtaid rider out 
of tweiit.v he will l>e lucky. Isiok iit the exiieiise 
lie lias iiK-iirred. the races he has lost liy giving 
ritiers opportunities wliieli lie would have won lint 
for Ills efforts to set-ure a valiiahle apprentice. 

"There is <-om<>ensntion for his work if lie d<-- 
velops a rider under the twelve month <-laiise. Imt 
with tlie fort.v winning moiiiits limit tliere is 
little opiKirtniiil.v for an emplo.ver to turn a Jo<-key 
over to an owner of a lug niciiig »-stablishiiieiit 
whicli would Imi iM-iieficiiil to employer and tlie 
apprentiee from a fiiniiictal standpoint. 

■WALL’S CONTRACT BRINGS BIG PRICE. 

‘‘.\s an example. Mr. Sanford lias Itoiighi the <-on- 
tract on Walls. Wliat he gave for it is the affair 
of buyer and seller, hut it was a cousideralile sum, 
siiffieieut to eiu-oiiragt- Fitzsimmons to eontiiine 
seliiHiliiig promising riders. 

"Emil Herz paid $.7,000 for the lliree-.vear contract 
on Troise. Iielieving liiiii to he a coming rider. He 
did not consider the termination of liis apprentiee 
allowanee, wliicli expirf-s sliortl.v. In the opinion 
of Mr. Herz. Troise has proved liimself a high-class 
JiH-key hy finishing in the money 224 times out of 
.73.7 moiiiits. Iiiiving 77 victories to his ereilit. With 
the appreiitii-e allowanee expiring after forty win- 
ning mounts, it Is doiilitfiil if 'Troi.se would have 
hail as many opportunities to display liis ability. 
coii.scquentl.v liis desiraliility would not iiave bi-en 
as pronounced.” 

There are many argiuiients forthcoming on the new 
apprentice proisisitioii and the alsive is tlie view of 
a iiorst-nian of exiterieiice who does not wisli to b<- 
qnoted for no otlier reason timn liis objections to 
tlie limelight. He also intimated that another draw- 
tiaek to the rule might b«“ mentioned — the fact 
that some Jm-keys would carry tlicir aiiprcntice al- 
lowance to the grave, never having reached the 
fort.v winner limit. "Tlien again,” said he, “I 
imagine some little old man returning to race 
riding, after ls*ing lost in the woods for ten or 
twelve years, stepping on the scales ami claiming 
the apprentice allowance. The clerk would look 
him over and wonder whether to grant the privilege 
or not, having no proof bandy to verif.v the claim. 
It is possible he eouid have ridden .700 winners in 
tlie bushes under his own or some other name. 

"Complications would be innumerable under such 
conditions, every Jockey wouKJ have to be traced 
from the day he rode his first winner and records 
kept to note the expiration of the apprentice al- 
lowance. 

“Of course, this is straining the possibilities to 
the limit, but such an occurrem-e is possible. The 
intent of Mr. Knapp to change the rule to improve 
riding conditions is commendable, luM wlietlu-r the 
changes as pruiKMCd will fill the liill is unotlier 
question, one that will no doubt is- tlirushed out 
When the time arrives for Uiscussiou."

— The mile purse 
of StiOO develotied the outstanding incident of the 
afternoon, wlieii WtUMlward. a lieavil.v siiiqiorled fav- 
orite. failed dismally, being lieaten tiy Clieer I>eader 
and M’arsaw, tlie former winning by a big margin 
in 1:40%. the fastest mile timt lias lieen run 
during tlu- m«-<-tiiig. 5iartin. on (’beer Ijeiider, cut 
across in front of tlie others on the first turn and 
tliis iieliied 1dm some towards the victory, but it 
gave 1dm a black mark witli tlic stewards, for they 
wiiriie<I Idm sliarpl.v timt a repititioii of tlie offense 
would mean a leiigtliy susjieiisioii for Idm. Woml- 
ward was a sufferer from tlie interference, but 
more li.v tht- more faiilt.v ride that Robinson gave 
Idm. 'Tlie Wliifiiey rider allowed idm to fall too 
far back in tin- first lialf.

Siin Briar is to he iHiiuted for 
Hu* liistorie Kentucky Ih-rliy and will be trained 
b.v II. McDaniel, wlio so effectively bandied the 
great colt diiiiiig tlu- racing of 1917. W. Knapp, 
who rode Sun Briar in all liis big stake victories, 
lias signed to ride for tlie st.-ilile, and .1. Bell, tlie 
little ('aiindiaii. wlio ro<le so well at tlie recent 
Laurel meeting, will lie tiie stalile’s second jocke.v.

TRAINER OF FAMOUS ROSEBERY DIES 

story of the First Winner of Both the Cesarewitch 
and Cambridgeshire Handicaps. 

The dentil of George Clement, the Wantage 
trainer, tix>k jilace at Eastmanton, Si>arsholt, on 
Wednesday. Xovemix'r 7. after a long illness. He 
liad. in fact, retired from tlie profession for a long 
I>erii.Kl. and Inid bt'eti in indifferent liealth for the 
last six years or more, but tiuit is hardly surprising 
wlien his advanced age, 8.7, is taken into considera- 
tion. -Mthongh never in tlie first fliglit as a jockey, 
tteorge Clement was a capable liorseman, and won 
many races in tlie ,70’s and I’lO’s. ineluding the I.in- 
eolnsliire llandieaii on Caiirire in 1853 and on Bel 
Esperanzii in 18.79. as well ns tlie Ascot Stakes 
on yii.rtimer in 18.7.7. He was, we Ixdieve. origi- 
nally apprentieed to a biitelier. and while riding on 
ills rounds attracted the attention of Tom Barr and 
.lo«“ Saxon. In those days a clever lightweight tsiy 
was a valualde asset, and young Clement quickly 
proved himself useful. 

TRAINING ROSEBERY. 

But his claim to a pliici- in turf liistory rests 
oil tlie^ fact tlnit in 187d lie trained tliat giKxl 
horse Koseliery. the first wiener of Hie Crsiirewitch 
and Camliridgesliire. for the founders of Tlie Sports- 
man. At tlint time Clement liad a giKx] stable of 
Iiorses. ineluiling siieli useful winners ns Brialigal 
Boiirhaki, ,\kliar and otiiers. lint it was only by 
aeeident that the merits of tlie Ladylike colt were 
discovered, for as a two-year-old lie was miHlenite. 
A trial in tlie earl.v part of the summer reveiiled 
tlie fact tliat tlie colt could stay, for, put in with 
a light weight to make riinniiig. he was never 
lieaded and eame iiume by himself. Later, witli 
a jiroper weiglit up. lie did mucli the same again 
and proved to Clement tliat he liad inade tre- 
mendons improvement. The story of his ladiig 
touted o;i iM'lialf of certain Iiookinnkers has been 
told, lint will l«‘:ir repetition, ns showing tlie natural 
shrewdness of the trainer. Wlien lie notieed the 
close attention paid l>y the stranger to Uis Iiorses 
lie set liimsclf to put liim o.T tlie scent, and ordered 
tlie iMiy who usually took letters to tlie iHist to 
use Uosehery as a liack for tiiat purpose. Being 
a kind, liandy liorse. tiiere wiis no danger in doing 
tiiis. lint it liad the effect of sending Itic tout liack 
to ids cmidoycrs witli tlie story tlmt tiie horse was 
no good, “for tliey used liim to go to tlie iiost.” 

THE “DOUBLE-EVENT.” 

Rosela-ry underwent an excellent jirepir.ition 
at tile liands of Clement, and won tlie Cesarewitcli 
liy four lengtlis from a representative iiandicap 
field, wliieli ineludi'd AVoodlands, the iiriqierty of 
F. Swindell, who was associated witli so many 
turf <-oui)s ami was confident tlmt one would Ih- 
brought off with tliis liorse. Like Roselx-ry. hi- 
was a fonr-yenr-old and carried 1IK> pounds to the 
103 ixuinds of Roselw-ry. Tlie liest he could do was 
to finish second, ridden l\v a )io))iiIar and eaimble 
jockey in Newliotise. wliile tlie xvinner was en- 
trusted to the liandling of tlie redoubtable Fred 
-\rcher. - Botli first and second were well backed. 
WiHKlliinds starting favorite at 9 to 2 and Kose- 
bi-ry at ItK) to 14. The victory of the son of S|k-cu- 
liim entailed a penalty of ■ fourteen iKiunds for tlie 
Camhridgeslilre. bringing his weiglit up to 117 
IHiunds, but his friends were eoiindent he would 
lie equal to the occasion, desiute the fact that no 
liorse liad previously succeeded in bringing off tin- 
double event. In tlie Cambridgeshire Roseliery 
was tlie mount of Constable and after a good race, 
won by a neck from Ilopbluom, a tliree-year-old 
carrying 1(K> pounds, tlie pair liaving thirty others 
liehind them. His easy success in the Cesarewiti-li 
rallied many of tin* general public to Rosebery's 
side and tlicy shared in tlie triumph of ids imme- 
diate connections. The two liig Newmarket haiidi- 
eaps were the only races in wlich Rosela-ry ran in 
lS7*i, and lie was beaten into second place for tlie 
Gold Vase at Ep.som and niisuceessfully eontested 
tlie Cambridgeshire under 129 ixiiinds the following 
year. He was aftei-wards sent to tlie stud and sired 
some useful winners. 

OTHER HORSES -WITH CLEMENT. 

Several otlier good horses were trained by Cli-ment. 
notalil.v Goldseeker. wliieli wo-i a seiisationiil City 
and Suburban in 1889. He was by The Miser — 
Swallow, had shown useful form as a three-year- 
old and the following season was in tlie "City” 
witli 112 iKiiinds. He ran niiliaeked and. to the gen- 
eral surprise, was in front from start to finisli, 
winning by a lengtli ami a Inilf from Fnllerton. 
xvliieli received eonsidemble support. Goldseeker 
XVMS ridden by T. Cannon, who is now training at 
(Compton. Carlton Grange was also in Clement’s 
hands and lie was the winner of many us<-ful races. 
But a lietter was Tyrant, a sou of Beaneleri — 
(Jiieen of the Jleadows, wliieli run up a remark- 
able winning series of races as a five-year-old. 
inelndiiig tlie Ciiester Cup, (Jreat Cheshire Handi- 
cap. Great Northern Handicap at York, Dono.-isier 
Spring Handicap. Gold Vase at Ascot and tlie Don- 
caster Cup in 1890. Otlier horses that ran well 
wliile under Clement’s care were Lisbon and Magis- 
trate, tlie latter a smart horse over sliort courses. 
— London Sixirtsman.

"The other day I met Walter Miller, who in 1906 
and 1907 was the leading rider in this country, 
Isiund for Australia,’’ said Tommy Mead, _ once 
a prominent jockey, now an actor. " ’Gee, it’s a 
long and lonesome Journe.v I liave before me,’ said 
Miller. ‘I uni almost tempted to turn back.’ Miller 
will train for one of the wealthiest men la the 
.4ntipoiles.’’ continued Tom. "I know just how he 
feels, fur 1 had the same experience a number of 
ars ago when 1 left New York for Gernian.v with 
Fninliie Townsend, an aiiprentice rider. My mother 
was opposed to me going abroad and did not even 
■ome down to the wharf to see me off. When I 
eaclied the steamer a crowd of 'rownsend’s friends 
were there with flowers and they were making a 
big fuss over him. Not. a soul was at the dock 
to givet me and 1 felt like thirty cents. Even to 
this da.v niy mother lias never visited a race track. 
She once asked me liow tliey tied tlie riders on so 
tliey would not fall off.’’ 

'Tell us sometliing aijout your luck in Germany.” 
Mend was asked. 

'Well, that’s a long stor.v, but it will not take 
up much time to relate some of the humorous inci- 
dents. 1 did not even know how to order my meals 
when I went into a cafe in France. I recall one 
Illuming in Paris I went to a hotel and ordered 
offee. toast and eggs. 'i'he waiter got me all 
right on everything but the eggs. 1 had to walk 
out ill the middle of the floor and cackle like a 
lien Ix'fore he knew what I meant. He then 
took me down in the cellar and showed me the 
chickens and promptly picked out some nice fresh 
eggs for br«‘akfast. 

T was in Germany when George Walker was 
over there training for tlie crown prince. Walker 
wanted a goat to put in the stall with a nervous 
lior.<e. Miikie Kliaiinoii was delegated to get the 
goat, and it took three weeks for him to explain 
his mission to the Germans. He finally got out on 
tlie liillside and picked up a tomato can and acted 
for all the world like a good old billy goat. 'I'lien 
the Gcimans understood what he wanted.

TRIBUTE TO LATE S. L. PARSONS 



French Jockey Club Expresses Sorrow Over Death 
of Prominent American Turfman. 



In England and in France, as well ns America, 
deep loss has l»een felt in the death of the lute 
Schuyler L. Parsons, who was one of America’s must 
widel.v and favorably- known turfmen. Both tlie 
British and French papers express the deep regret 
that was felt in those countries over tlie loss 
of one who had not an enem.v among all his ac- 
quaintances and who was the liesi friend that the 
IMKirer owner and trainer hud in this countr.v. In 
the latest issue of la* Jocke.v, the official organ of 
the Frencli Jo<-key Club, to reach this coimtiy. 
tribute was jiaid the late Mr. Parsons, of wliicli 
the following is a translation: 

“It is with great sorrow that we hear by cable 
from New York of the sudden death of Schuyler 
L. Parsons. 

"Mr. Parsons had been to the races at Bnltiniure 
and had come home iii good health. In the night he 
died of heart trouble at the age of sevent.v-seven. 
His dentil is a severe shock to us. ns It has b<*eu 
to his many friends in the United States. 

".\s a great siiortsinan and lover of horses, Mr. 
Parsons had one of the foremost places in tlie 
.\mericaii racing world. He was for many .years 
president of the Coney Island Jocke.v Club and u 
member in Paris of the Sporting Club and 'fravel- 
ers’ Club. Like the Vanderbilts and the Hitclicocks, 
with whom he was closel.v asstK-iuted, Mr. Parsons 
had iH'eii always a friend of oiir ctuiiitry and one 
of the promoters of those cordial relations cemented 
now on the battlefield.

Ik-imrtinont of Justico Htroiits yosterday wpio 
la.viiie Ilians for tlio arrest tlirougliout the eoiiiitry 
of scores of .\iistro-lliiiiKariaii subjects siisjieeteil 
of lieiiij; enemy aKcnts. Many of these men hav<- 
iM-eii iiniler siirveillaiiee for months, but . lack of 
ill-finite evidence prevented tlieir interment.
